Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sawchuk et al. (U.S. 5,733,230). Please refer to paragraph 2 of the office action dated 
November 18, 2004. In addition, as broadly interpreted by the Examiner, the air tubing 
constitutes a projection extending from the interior of the body. Furthermore, the 
flexible tubing is capable of receiving a needle that would affect air flow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

5. Claims 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sawchuk et al. in view of Shapiro (U.S. 4,653,514). Please refer to paragraph 4 of the 
above cited office action. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 01/26/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's claims remain broad. The added claim language as stands 
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only requires that the 'navel projection', which in itself has not been defined, be capable 
of receiving a syringe needle. As best understood, Sawchuk recites a structure 
including a tubing, which may be regarded as a navel projection, which is capable of 
receiving a needle. With respect to Applicant's arguments about the Shapiro reference. 
Examiner respectfully points out figure 1 , in which element 2 traverses the entire hollow 
body and attaches to end cap 9. The body necessarily has two openings.
